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A  DISCOURSE. 


John  iv,  35,  36. 

Behold ,  I  say  unto  you ,  lift  up  your  eyes  and  look 
^  ow  the  fields ,  /or  they  are  white  already  to 
harvest.  And  he  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages , 
ftft d  gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal ;  that  both 

- 

he  that  soweth,  and  he  that  reapeth ,  may  rejoice 
together. 

It  was  the  custom  of  our  Divine  Teacher  to 
convey  instruction  by  images  drawn  from  rural 
^  life  and  occupations.  With  these,  the  Jews, 
a  nation  devoted  to  agriculture,  were  familiar. 
The  birds,  the  lilies,  the  beams  of  the  sun,  the 
descending  rain,  the  good  and  corrupt  tree, 
the  care  and  clothing  of  the  flocks,  the  thorn, 
the  thistle,  the  vineyard,  became  to  him  copious 
sources  of  striking  and  useful  illustration,  and 
were  fruitful  in  lessons  of  heavenly  wisdom.

The  words  before  us  were  addressed  by 
Christ  to  his  disciples.  He  pointed  to  the 
multitude  of  the  Samaritans,  who,  struck  with 
the  report  of  the  woman  that  had  conversed 
with  him  at  Jacob’s  well,  were  coming  to  as¬ 
certain  the  truth  of  her  statements,  and  to  in¬ 
quire,  from  his  own  lips,  whether  he  was  the 
Christ.  He  directs  his  disciples,  whom  he 
addresses  as  labourers  in  the  vineyard  of  God, 
to  observe  the  disposition  of  the  people  in 
general,  which  seemed  favourable  to  the  re¬ 
ception  of  the  glad  tidings  which  he  pro¬ 
claimed.  He  instructs  them  to  look  especially 
on  the  Samaritans  then  approaching  them,  as 
the  husbandman  views  the  grain  ripe  for  the 
sickle.  This  was  not  to  be  a  careless  and 
indifferent  glance  ;  but  the  earnest  survey  of 
those  who  were  to  labour  with  their  utmost 
diligence,  and  were  deeply  interested  in  the 
harvest. 

The  text  will  be  considered  under  three 
heads.  First,  the  duty  of  examining  the  mis¬ 
sionary  fields. — “  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  lift 
up  your  eyes  and  look  on  the  fields.” 

Secondly  : — The  result  of  this  examination 
as  regards  the  present  object. — “They  are 
white  already  to  harvest.” 

Thirdly,  and  principally  : — The  inducements 
to  provide  and  assist  labourers  to  gather  in  this 
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harvest. — “  He  that  reapeth  receiveth  wages, 
and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life  eternal ;  that 
both  he  that  soweth,  and  he  that  reapeth,  may 
rejoice  together.” 

I.  The  duty  of  examining  the  mission¬ 
ary  fields. — The  attention  is  forcibly  called  : — 
‘‘ Behold,”  See!  “ Lift  up  your  eyes.”  Ob¬ 
serve,  look  with  attention  on  the  multitudes 
of  those  who  are  to  be  instructed  in  the  Chris¬ 
tian  religion,  and  gathered  into  the  Messiah’s 
kingdom. 

The  conqueror  must  make  himself  acquainted 
with  the  extent,  and  the  resources  of  the  coun¬ 
try  which  he  would  subject  to  his  dominion  : 
the  statesman  must  seek  and  obtain  correct 
information  respecting  the  number,  the  pos¬ 
sessions,  and  the  wants  of  the  people,  whose 
condition  he  would  ameliorate,  whose  prosperity 
and  happiness  he  would  promote  and  secure: 
the  philanthropist,  as  has  been  said  of  Howard, 
must  “take  the  dimensions”  of  the  misery  and 
sufferings  which  he  purposes  to  alleviate.  Now 
the  Christian ,  in  the  formation  and  accomplish¬ 
ment  of  his  benevolent,  godlike  plans,  must 
be  at  once  hero,  statesman,  and  philanthropist. 
As  the  various  and  noble  schemes  of  Christian 
enterprize,  in  their  turn,  attract  his  notice,  and 
demand  his  encouragement  and  support,  the 
held  which  he  is  called  upon  to  survey,  is,  in 
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the  words  of  Him  by  whom  the  whole  was 
made,  who  knew  the  state  of  the  whole,  who 
came  to  redeem  the  whole — “The  field  is  the 
world.”  Let  him,  in  the  hours  of  benevolent 
investigation,  or  at  the  call  of  some  faithful  and 
zealous  fellow  disciple,  attempt  to  enumerate 
the  multitudes,  the  millions,  the  hundreds  of 
millions  of  his  race,  who,  at  this  late  day  of  the 
Christian  era,  are  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd: 
who  never  heard,  or  never  attended  to,  the 
glad  tidings  of  salvation  ;  in  whom  the  name  of 
Jesus,  “the  Saviour  of  the  world,”  excites  no 
faith,  no  gratitude,  no  hope,  no  adoration,  no 
love. 

If,  as  in  the  present  instance,  his  aid  and  in¬ 
fluence  are  requested,  and  his  sympathy  and 
prayers  are  sought  for  those  who  are  destitute  of 
religious  instruction  in  his  own  country,  let  him 
in  proportion  as  the  field  he  is  called  upon  to 
survey  is  contracted,  be  more  minute  in  his  in¬ 
vestigations,  and  examine  with  additional  care 
the  numbers,  the  condition,  and  the  necessi¬ 
ties,  of  every  state,  every  county,  every  town, 
every  village,  every  solitary  cottage.  It  is  only 
by  this  strict  scrutiny,  or  by  as  near  an  approach 
to  it  as  is  practicable,  that  he  can  be  duly 
qualified  to  appreciate  the  views  which  may  be 
presented  to  him,  and  the  urgent  nature  of  the 
call  upon  his  charity  and  exertions,  when  the 


religious  wants  of  his  countrymen  are  brought 
before  him.  I  will  attempt  briefly  to  state  the 
result  of  such  an  examination,  as  regards  the 
present  object. 

II.  This  was  proposed  as  the  second  head  of 
the  discourse — “  The  fields  are  white  already 
to  harvest.” 

They  are  white  in  several  senses. — Because 
the  harvest  is  plenteous.  We  have  now  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  about  thirteen  millions  :  according:  to 
the  latest  returns  I  have  seen,  there  are  about 
eight  thousand  labouring  ministers.  It  is 
usually  supposed  that  one  minister  is  equal  to 
the  faithful  care  of  not  more  than  one  thousand 
souls.  At  this  rate,  there  are  about  five  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  in  the  United  States  destitute  of 
such  religious  instruction  as  they  require,  and 
as  Christ  intended  they  should  receive. 

Again  :  in  1828,  not  more  than  two  hundred 
and  sixty  men  were  admitted  to  the  sacred 
office  :  of  these,  one  hundred  and  twelve  were 
demanded  to  supply  vacancies  occasioned  by 
death  or  otherwise ;  leaving  one  hundred  and 
forty-eight  ministers  to  meet  the  demands  of 
the  increasing  population.  But  the  population 
increases  at  the  rate  of  one  thousand  per  day, 
or  three  hundred  and  sixty  five  thousand  a  year. 
So  that  two  hundred  and  seventeen  thousand 
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were,  in  1828,  left  without  adequate  provision 
for  their  moral  and  religious  education.* 

This,  my  brethren,  is  a  statement  I  have  re¬ 
cently  seen.  There  are  then  nearly  five  mil¬ 
lions  of  people  in  this  Union  destitute  of  such 
instruction  as  Jesus  Christ  requires  his  disciples 
should  receive.  Two  hundred  and  seventeen 
thousand,  born  in  1828,  were  in  this  respect 
unprovided  for !  Suppose  no  provision  had 
been  made  to  feed  and  clothe  them !  And  is 
not  the  soul  more  than  meat,  and  the  life  than 
raiment  ? 

But  I  address  Episcopalians — brethren  of 
the  Episcopal  Church.  If  our  own  statistics 
are  examined,  there  will  be  found  proportion¬ 
ally,  a  still  greater  demand  for  clergymen. 
The  Bishop  of  Connecticut  states  the  immediate 
and  pressing  call  for  more  than  one  hundred,  in 
congregations  already  organized.  If  we  add 
to  the'  account  the  congregations  that  may  be 
at  once  collected  by  suitable  missionaries,  the 
number  required  would  be  at  least  doubled. 

In  this  view  the  harvest  is  plenteous.  In 
behalf  of  five  millions  of  your  destitute  brethren, 
or  that  portion  of  them  that  falls  to  your  share, 
as  episcopalians  and  stewards  of  God,  I  make 
to  you  at  this  time  a  solemn  appeal.

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In  another  sense,  which  is  particularly  sug¬ 
gested  by  the  text,  the  harvest  is  ready. 

As  the  multitudes  “  pressed”  upon  Christ 
when  he  spake  to  them  the  word  of  God  ;  as 
these  Samaritans,  on  the  report  of  the  woman, 
came  out  of  their  city  immediately  to  hear  him, 
listened  eagerly  to  his  instructions,  believed  on 
him,  and  exclaimed,  “  We  have  heard  him  our¬ 
selves,  and  know  that  this  is  indeed  the  Christ, 
the  Saviour  of  the  world (John  iv.  42.)  so 
are  the  people  in  every  part  of  this  country, 
who  are  destitute  of  religious  instruction,  now 
ready  to  receive  it ;  many  of  them  anxiously  de¬ 
sire  it,  and  were  it  sent  to  them,  would  most 
gladly  render  it  the  obedience  of  sincere  and 
believing  hearts. 

O  my  brethren,  are  not  the  fields  white 
indeed  to  harvest  ?  As  I  traversed,  some 
years  since,  in  the  humble,  yet  let  me  say 
truly  honourable,  capacity  of  a  missionary, 
parts  of  our  productive  country  beyond  the 
Alleghanies,  and  my  eyes  wandered  over  the 
extensive  fields,  where  the  rich  grain  bent 
before  the  winds,  and  seemed  to  demand  the 
careful  and  industrious  husbandman  to  gather 
it  into  the  appointed  garner — as  a  disciple  of 
Jesus  Christ,  and  in  humble  imitation  of  my 
Master,  l  trust  that  I  derived  spiritual  instruc¬ 
tion  from  the  scene.  I  was  reminded  that  the 
promise  of  a  moral  harvest  was  not  less  encou- 
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raging,  was  infinitely  more  valuable,  and  that 
the  labourers  prepared  to  go  forth  and  gather 
fruit  unto  life  eternal,  were  comparatively  few. 
How  would  Jesus  Christ  have  been  affected 
by  the  sight  of  these  souls  without  a  pastor ! 
St.  Matthew  informs  us,  that  “  When  he  saw  the 
multitudes,  he  was  moved  with  compassion  on 
them,  because  they  fainted  and  were  scattered 
abroad,  as  sheep  having  no  shepherd.  Then 
said  he  unto  his  disciples,  The  harvest 
truly  is  plenteous,  but  the  labourers  are  few. 
Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest 
that  he  will  send  forth  labourers  into  his  har¬ 
vest.” 

Under  the  influence  of  this  impressive  com¬ 
mand  of  Christ,  the  Right  Rev.  Dr.  Brownell, 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  of  Connecticut,  was  re¬ 
quested,  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  our  Do¬ 
mestic  and  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  to 
“  visit,”  in  the  words  of  the  appointment,  “  that 
portion  of  our  country  which  lies  west  and 
south  of  the  Alleghany  Mountains,  to  perform 
episcopal  services  wherever  they  may  be  de¬ 
sired  ;  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the 
missions  established  by  the  board  ;  and  to  take 
a  general  survey  of  the  country,  for  the  purpose 
of  designating  such  missionary  stations  as  may 
hereafter  be  usefully  established.”  In  compli¬ 
ance  with  this  request,  the  respected  and  be¬ 
loved  Father  in  God  to  whom  it  was  made,  has 


devoted  more  than  four  months,  at  great  perso¬ 
nal  sacrifices,  to  the  work.  He  has  traversed 
more  than  six  thousand  miles  of  our  extensive 
country,  and  is  now  in  this  city,  on  his  return 
from  the  remote  south-west,  to  his  family  and 
diocese.  I  was  appointed  to  accompany  the 
bishop  in  this  somewhat  laborious  journey,  and 
can,  from  my  own  observation,  bear  witness  to 
the  industry,  the  zeal,  and  the  fidelity  with 
which  the  objects  of  the  mission  have  been  pro¬ 
moted.  I  saw  numbers,  in  regions  far  remote, 
receive  the  holy  rite  of  confirmation.  I  united 
in  the  solemn  services  by  which  several  churches 
have  been  consecrated  to  Almighty  God  in  the 
name  of  the  Saviour.  I  witnessed  the  joy 
evinced  by  those  scattered  members  of  our 
church  especially,  who  then  heard  for  the  first 
time,  the  voice  of  a  Protestant  bishop.  I  saw 
the  wilderness  and  the  solitary  places,  in  the 
immense  and  fertile  valley  of  “  The  father  of 
waters”*  made  glad  by  the  services  of  our 
Apostolic  Church.  I  was  a  witness  to  the 
arrangements  by  which  it  is  proposed  to  supply 
these  destitute  regions  with  the  ministry  and 
ordinances  of  the  Episcopal  Church  ;  and  I 
now  earnestly  appeal  to  you  and  all  other  epis¬ 
copalians,  for  your  zealous  and  persevering 
assistance  in  this  important  enterprize.  We

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call  upon  all  our  friends  for  aid :  it  is  a  crisis  in 
our  affairs  :  we  have  a  good  cause  ;  we  have 
some  strong  friends  ;  and  God  is  on  our  side. 

To  you,  my  brethren,  to  all  members  of  our 
Church,  I  would  say,  “Awake,  ye  that  sleep” 
over  the  salvation  of  souls.  Let  a  vigorous 
missionary  spirit  go  forth  throughout  our  Jand. 
It  is  a  time  for  action  ;  there  is  not  a  moment  to 
be  lost.  We  call  upon  you  for  your  exertions, 
your  contributions,  your  prayers.  By  promot¬ 
ing  this  cause,  you  are  advancing  the  Church 
of  Christ,  which  he  purchased  with  his  blood. 
The  object  of  this  mission  has  received  the 
warm  approbation,  and  has  been,  and  we  trust 
will  be,  prosecuted  in  the  strength  and  devo¬ 
tion  called  down  from  heaven  by  the  fervent 
prayers  of  many  of  the  most  pious  and  public- 
spirited  members  of  our  communion. 

III.  That  you  may  discharge  your  duty  in 
this  respect,  I  will,,  in  the  third  place,  suggest, 
as  was  proposed,  some  of  the  inducements  to 
provide  and  assist  the  labourers  to  be  sent  forth 
in  the  extensive  regions  that  have  now  been 
partially  surveyed. 

The  claims  of  our  apostolical  and  divinely 
instituted  Church  and  Ministry,  are  well  known 
to  you.  The  reasons  why  you  should  endea¬ 
vour,  and  glory  in  the  effort,  to  carry  into  full 
effect  the  will  of  God,  and  extend,  far  and  wide 
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through  the  Union,  the  bounds  of  our  Church, 
have,  heretofore,  been  urged  upon  you  with  all 
the  force  of  truth,  and  with  the  warm  elo¬ 
quence  of  Christian  zeal,  by  those  who  have 
addressed  you  on  occasions  somewhat  similar 
to  this.  Your  judgments  have  been  convinced, 
and  at  the  same  time  the  avenues  to  your 
hearts  have  been  opened. 

May  I  be  permitted  to  offer  some  considera¬ 
tions,  connected  with  this  subject,  that  are 
suggested  by  the  words  before  us. 

“  Behold,  I  say  unto  you,  lift  up  your  eyes 
and  look  on  the  fields,  for  they  are  white  al¬ 
ready  to  harvest.  And  he  that  reapeth  re- 
ceiveth  wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life 
eternal ;  that  both  he  that  soweth,  and  he  that 
reapeth,  may  rejoice  together.”  Jesus  (says 
the  learned  and  pious  Doddridge  on  this  pas¬ 
sage)  seems  to  compare  the  case  of  the  Chris¬ 
tian  minister  to  that  of  a  considerate  reaper, 
who  is  supported  in  his  fatigue,  not  only  by 
a  regard  to  his  own  wages,  but  to  the  advan¬ 
tage  the  public  receives  by  the  harvest  he 
gathers  in. 

The  advantage  the  public  receives  by  the  harvest 
he  gathers  in . 

To  inducements  arising  out  of  this  view  of 
the  subject  I  would  solicit  your  attention. 

One  of  the  inducements  is,  that  by  promot- 
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mg’  this  cause,  you  add  greatly  to  the  pecuni¬ 
ary  resources  of  the  Church.  The  arrange¬ 
ments  which  have  been  made,  to  apply  the 
means  with  which  the  Church  riiay  be  fur¬ 
nished,  are  wise  and  efficient.  Every  dollar 
which  is  contributed  to  the  cause,  can  be  so 
expended,  that  it  will  bring  forth  fruit  ten  fold, 
perhaps  a  hundred  fold,  not  only  in  promoting 
the  spiritual  welfare  of  those  to  whose  benefit 
it  is  devoted,  but  also  in  encouraging  and  in¬ 
citing  them  to  add  their  own  means,  be  they 
great  or  small,  to  the  common  stock,  in  order 
that  the  beneficent  purpose  to  which  your 
charity  is  directed,  may  be  effectually  accom¬ 
plished.  If,  for  instance,  a  missionary  is  sent 
to  any  part  of  the  country  with  a  salary  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  a  year,  on  condition 
that  the  persons  among  whom  he  is  to  minister 
will  make  up  the  sum  to  five  hundred  dollars, 
this  additional  amount  will  frequently  be  raised. 
Thus,  in  the  first  place,  to  two  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  sent  by  this  society,  an  equal  sum 
will  often  be  added.  Not  one  fraction  of  this 
last  sum  would,  in  most  cases,  have  been  given 
to  the  Church,  had  not  the  salary,  paid  the 
missionary,  been  first  provided.  This  is  one 
feature  of  the  plan.  Then,  in  the  second  place, 
a  building  will  probably  be  erected  for  public 
worship,  by  the  exertions  of  the  missionary 
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and  the  congregation :  this  will  be  another 
good  result  of  the  liberality  which  begins  here. 
The  congregation  being  organized,  the  church 
erected,  the  clergyman  settled  and  devoted  to  his 
charge,  in  a  few  years  the  salary  paid  to  the  mis¬ 
sionary  by  means  of  this  and  other  similar  in¬ 
stitutions,  may  be  withdrawn,  and  given  to 
another  missionary.  But  this  is  not  all.  That 
congregation  will  soon  be  able,  annually,  to 
collect  a  larger  sum  for  missionary  purposes, 
than  would  be  derived  from  the  income  of  all 
that  has  been  expended  in  their  behalf. 

This  is  a  simple  and  unexaggerated  state¬ 
ment  of  the  case,  as  it  has  usually  been  found 
to  exist.  It  might  be  more  strongly  repre¬ 
sented.  Reference  might  be  made  to  the  in¬ 
creased  sums  that  are  always  provided  for 
benevolent  and  pious  purposes,  in  every  com¬ 
munity  where  the  gospel  is  regularly  preached, 
and  the  sacraments  are  duly  administered.* 
It  happens  to  be  within  the  personal  experi¬ 
ence  of  him  who  now  addresses  you,  that  to 
the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars,  devoted,  not 
many  years  since,  by  a  religious  society,  to  a 
missionary  object,  at  least  ten  thousand  dol¬ 
lars  were,  in  various  ways,  added  by  the  peo¬ 
ple  interested,  for  the  purpose  of  promoting 
public  worship  in  different  places.  .  My  bre-

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thren,  this  fact  speaks  volumes :  it  is  deeply 
impressed  on- the  mind  of  your  preacher :  it  has 
convinced  him  that  he  cannot  be  too  urgent 
in  seeking  to  obtain  from  you,  for  the  cause 
before  us,  all  the  means  which  may  be  granted 
by  the  sober  conviction  of  your  minds,  by  your 
benevolent  feelings,  by  your  gratitude  for  what 
God  has  done  for  you  and  your’s,  by  your  sym¬ 
pathy  for  your  destitute  brethren,  and  by  your 
love  to  him  who  bought  you, — whose  you  are, 
and  to  whom  you  cannot  possibly  render  all 
that  every  truly  Christian  heart  would  wish  to 
return. 

In  the  manner  now  stated,  “  He  that  sow- 
eth,  and  he  that  reapeth,  have  often  rejoiced 
together.”  It  was  a  holy  rejoicing :  it  was  a 
joy  that  came  from  God  :  it  was  worthy  of  its 
origin  :  it  was  one  in  which  every  individual 
before  me,  who  once  tastes  it,  will  delight 
again  and  again  to  participate. 

Another  inducement  arises  out  of  the  establish¬ 
ment  in  this  city,  on  permanent  foundations,  of 
the  General  Seminary  of  the  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  in  the  United  States,  and  in  the 
city  of  Alexandria,  of  the  Theological  School  of 
Virginia.  This  circumstance  affords  great  advan¬ 
tages  to  the  members  of  the  church,  to  cultivate  a 
missionary  spirit,  and  encourage  missionary  ex¬ 
ertions.  Where  those  who  are  so  faithfully  and 
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ably  instructed  in  these  invaluable  institutions, 
first  take  upon  them  the  vows  of  God,  being  in  the 
vigour  of  life  and  excited  by  the  solemn  nature 
of  their  vocation,  they  are  naturally  under  the 
influence  of  that  chastened  enthusiasm  which  is 
productive  of  great  and  noble  exertions,  which 
is  peculiarly  requisite  in  the  missionary  charac¬ 
ter,  and  is  a  pledge  of  success  in  the  missionary 
field.  Let  the  members  of  the  Church  seize 
upon  these  advantages.  Let  a  fund  be  pro¬ 
vided,  and  always  ready,  by  means  of  which 
this  spirit  of  devotion  and  enterprize  may  be 
turned  into  the  safest  channel.  Let  the  young 
missionary  just  released  from  the  severe  disci¬ 
pline  of  study  and  pious  meditation,  requiring 
vigorous  exercise,  not  undesirous  of  viewing 
the  wild  and  grand  scenery  of  his  native  coun¬ 
try,  and  of  increasing  his  knowledge  of  men 
by  mingling  in  the  society  of  his  adventurous 
countrymen,  newly  armed  for  the  spiritual 
combat,  full  of  ardour  to  preach  “  Jesus  Christ 
and  him  crucified,”  be  sent  forth  in  all  the  zeal 
and  alluring  hopes  of  his  “  first  love.” 

You  will  thus  induce  young  men  of  piety  and 
talents  to  devote  themselves  to  the  Church  of 
Christ :  you  will  dispel  the  sickness  that  comes 
over  the  heart  of  him  who  has  just  entered  the 
sacred  profession,  but  sees  not  when  he  may 
be  honourably  and  profitably  employed.  A 
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provision  for  him  as  a  missionary  will,  in  most 
cases,  and  especially  as  the  numbers  of  those 
who  are  ordained  increase,  be  cheerfully  and 
gratefully  accepted;  and,  through  your  bounty, 
another  diligent  and  faithful  labourer  will  go 
forth  to  the  field  of  God,  bearing  precious  seed. 
Soon  he,  like  those  who  preceded  him,  will  reap 
in  joy — will  gather  fruit  unto  life  eternal.  He 
who  laid  the  missionary  axe  to  the  root  of  the 
tree  in  the  wilderness,  will  see  the  Church,  “  all 
glorious  within/’  rising  by  his  labours.  He 
will  be  surrounded  by  the  sheep  and  the  lambs 
fed  by  his  hand,  and  nourished  and  fostered 
with  all  the  care  and  solicitude  of  a  good  shep¬ 
herd.  The  stranger,  as  he  passes,  will  hear  him 
call  his  own  sheep  by  name, — they  follow  him, — 
he  carries  the  lambs  to  the  waters  of  salvation, 
— the  sheep  he  leads  to  the  food  of  life. 

But,  my  brethren,  this  good  shepherd,  after 
his  own  wanderings  are  over,  and  as  he  peace¬ 
fully  watches  his  flock  while  they  feed  in  green 
pastures  and  repose  beside  the  still  waters, 
will  not  forget  the  aid  that  encouraged  him — 
that  gave  animation  to  his  spirits  when  he  first 
went  forth  to  labour.  He  will  gratefully  re¬ 
member  it ;  he  will  thankfully  acknowledge  it ; 
he  will  hail  with  the  voice  of  Christian  gratula- 
tion,  and  encourage  by  the  inspiriting  language 
of  successful  experience,  the  young,  who  in  the 
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commencement  of  their  active  labours,  are  fol¬ 
lowing  his  example.  His  people,  remembering 
his  early  devotion  to  their  service,  and  that  they 
assisted  as  they  might  his  pious  exertions, — 
their  children  having  often  listened  to  the  story 
told  by  their  fathers  of  the  coming  of  the  early 
missionary,  now  their  venerated  pastor, — while 
they  reap  the  benefit  of  his  former  efforts  and 
of  his  later  example  and  instructions,  will  be 
moved  by  the  feelings  that  burn  within  his 
bosom,  that  flow  from  his  tongue  in  the  per- 
suasive  accents  of  deep  conviction,  and  they 
will  be  guided  by  his  wishes  and  exhortations. 
Thus  a  missionary  spirit  will  pervade  the 
Church  ;  for  who  does  not  take  a  lively  inte¬ 
rest  in  enterprizes  that  occupied  his  whole 
soul  in  early  life  ?  Thus  almost  every  clergy¬ 
man,  and  the  members  of  nearly  every  congre¬ 
gation,  will  be  reminded  of  former  days  of  mutual 
labour  and  sacrifices,  and  under  the  influence  of 
sympathy,  and  of  the  not  unpleasing  recollec¬ 
tion,  will  animate,  and  assist,  and  pray  for 
those  who  are  just  going  forth  to  regions  ap¬ 
parently  as  unpromising  as  was  once  their  now 
happy  and  fruitful  valley.  And  wiil  not  you, 
my  brethren,  and  those  dear  to  you  as  your  own 
souls,  who  will  succeed  you,  be  pleased  to  hear 
of  the  fruit  that  shall  be  gathered,  by  your  as¬ 
sistance,  “  unto  life  eternal  ?”  Surely  we  can 
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understand  from  this  view  of  the  matter,  how 
“  he  that  soweth,  and  he  that  reapeth,  ”  may 
have  strong  reasons  “  to  rejoice  together.  ” 

Further  inducements  arise  out  of  the  goodness 
of  the  cause,  as  it  addresses  itself  to  the  patriot 
and  to  the  Christian  ;  and  out  of  the  promising- 
signs  of  the  times. 

This  Society  proceeds  upon  the  strong  ground 
that  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  ought  to  be  pro¬ 
mulgated  by  his  disciples,  and  that  this  impera¬ 
tive  and  delightful  duty  should  be  performed  in 
the  mode  best  calculated  to  promote  the  end  of 
our  religion,  the  glory  of  God  in  the  salvation  of 
men.  They  who  support  this  Society  believe 
that  this  end  will  be  most  effectually  secured  by 
extending  the  bounds  of  the  Church,  within 
whose  ark  is  safely  deposited  the  charter  of  their 
own  salvation.  Endeavouring  to  observe  the 
Christian  rule,  they  would  place  within  the 
reach  of  others  the  means  which  have  been  so 
mercifully  blessed  to  them :  humbly,  yet  firmly 
trusting  that  in  the  use  of  these  means  their 
souls  will  be  filled  from  the  same  heavenly 
source  with  that  peace  and  hope  in  believing  in 
which  you  rejoice.  We  have  reason  to  trust  in 
our  cause  with  unwavering  confidence, — it  is 
good  in  itself.  This  is  one  reason,  and  a  suf¬ 
ficient  one ;  for,  by  the  appointment  of  God, 
the  good  cause  must  in  the.  end  prosper. 
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But  there  is  another  reason.  Not  only  is 
the  cause  good  in  itself,  but  it  has  already  been 
blessed  in  a  degree  that  satisfies  us  as  to  its 
final  triumph.  From  various  sources  we  have 
received  the  joyful  message,  not  unfit  to  be 
conveyed  by  an  angel,  that  your  prayers  and 
your  alms  have  gone  up  for  a  memorial  before 
God.  The  doors  of  the  blissful  regions  have 
been  opened  to  admit  souls  converted  through 
your  instrumentality;  and,  I  doubt  not,  the 
spirits  of  the  blessed  have  listened  to  the  grate¬ 
ful  story  of  what  you  have  done  for  them,  and 
are  striving  to  do  for  their  brethren  who  remain 
on  earth.  Such  a  cause  is  sufficiently  recom¬ 
mended  by  its  own  merits.  There  is  no  ne¬ 
cessary  opposition  between  your  sincere  endea¬ 
vours  to  build  up  the  church  of  Christ,  and 
the  pious  labours  of  others .  The  cause  is  too 
sacred  to  be  urged  upon  principles  of  worldly 
emulation,  or  to  be  made  the  subject  of  dis¬ 
sension.  It  is  a  part  of  that  grand  movement 
of  the  Christian  world,  by  which,  under  the 
influences  of  Heaven,  we  trust  the  moral  re¬ 
novation  of  men  is  to  be  effected.  Viewed  in 
this  light,  all  the  impressive  and  encouraging 
and  consoling  considerations  that  relate  to  this 
great  subject,  may  properly  and  naturally  be 
brought  to  bear  on  this  Society.  However 
limited,  compared  with  similar  societies  in  the 
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old  world,  may  be  its  numbers  or  its  means  of 
usefulness,  yet  it  is  engaged  in  the  same  cause 
— the  cause  of  God — the  cause  of  man. 

To  those  who  view  with  unmixed  satisfaction 
the  rapid  and  extensive  improvements  of  so¬ 
ciety,  it  commends  itself ;  for  it  tends  more 
powerfully  than  any  other  agent  to  produce  that 
improvement.  It  has  been  stated  as  a  striking 
excellence  of  the  Christian  system,  that  it  has 
kept  in  advance  of  the  march  of  civilization 
and  intellect ;  that  while  other  systems  have 
given  place  to  a  more  enlarged  experience,  and 
a  more  exact  and  comprehensive  knowledge, 
Christianity,  in  its  doctrines,  its  precepts,  its 
suitableness  to  the  human  condition,  its  adapt¬ 
ation  to  the  varying  and  increasing  wants  of 
the  cultivated  and  enlightened  mind,  still  main¬ 
tains  its  pre-eminence  above  human  systems 
of  every  kind,  and  thus  vindicates  its  title  as 
the  work  of  God.  This  gives  it  a  strong  claim 
to  admiration  and  reverence. 

But  it  possesses  claims  still  stronger.  Man 
holds  “  large  discourse”  with  the  past  and  the 
future;  he  “  looks  before  and  after;”  and  in 
proportion  as  he  does  so,  is  he  elevated  in  the 
scale  of  being.  On  this  principle,  as  well  as 
on  others  that  might  be  suggested,  it  may  be 
shown  that  the  religion  of  Jesus  Christ  has 
exerted  its  divine  influence  in  producing  the 
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improvement ,  of  which  it  is  comparatively  faint 
praise  to  say  it  has  kept  in  advance.  Who 
holds  such  “  large  discourse”  as  the  Christian  ? 
Who  has  such  powerful  inducements  and  com¬ 
mands  to  look  “  before  and  after?”  Do  recol¬ 
lections  of  the  past  teach  the  lessons  of 
wisdom  ?  Self-examination,  accompanied  by  a 
grateful  sense  of  what  God  has  done  for  him 
and  for  man,  is  the  daily  and  hourly  duty  and 
employment  of  the  Christian.  Do  anticipa¬ 
tions  of  a  future,  pregnant  with  great  events  and 
great  rewards,  rouse  and  expand  the  soul? 
What  philosopher,  what  statesman,  what  pa¬ 
triot,  looks  forward  to  a  future  so  rich  in  pro¬ 
mise,  so  full  of  the  noblest  rewards,  as  that 
which  opens  to  the  eye  of  Christian  faith  and 
Christian  hope  ?  The  boasted  advancement  of 
society — where  only  does  it  take  place  ?  In 
Christian  countries.  Who  are  the  most  active 
and  efficient  promoters  ?  Christians .  If  you 
wish  to  accomplish  any  plan  connected  with 
the  highest  interests  of  your  race,  to  whom  do 
you  apply  ?  To  Christians.  These  facts  should 
recommend  our  present  object  to  the  mere 
patriot.  Where  the  missionary  goes,  and  is 
received,  and  acquires,  as  he  seldom  fails  to  do, 
his  true  influence,  there  souls  are  not  only 
ripened  for  heaven,  but  the  hand  of  industry 
and  enterprize  strikes  a  more  frequent  and  a 
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more  constant  blow  on  the  forest  tree: — the 
domestic  dwelling,  with  peace  and  harmony 
among  its  inmates,  the  mechanic’s  shop,  the 
school-house,  the  church,  the  benevolent  and 
literary  institution,  are  almost  sure  to  spring 
up  in  a  shorter  time,  and  under  more  favourable 
auspices ;  and  in  a  political  and  intellectual, 
as  well  as  in  a  religious  sense,  the  wilderness 
and  the  solitary  place  rejoice  in  the  presence, 
in  the  regular  and  industrious  and  well-directed 
exertions,  and  in  the  rich  fruits  of  the  exer¬ 
tions,  of  Christian  man.  Let  the  patriot  then, 
if  he  would  have  his  country  become  what  he 
ardently  wishes  it  to  be,  add  to  those  already 
cultivating  this  extensive  and  most  fertile  field, 
the  appointed  labourer  in  the  vineyard  of 
God. 

But  some  see  no  great  reason  for  exultation 
in  the  advancement  of  society,  since  they  find 
that  sin  still  retains  much  of  its  ancient  and 
deep-rooted  dominion.  Amidst  the  progress 
of  the  human  nature  in  every  thing  beside, 
amidst  the  great  changes  of  the  world,  they 
think  the  monster  still  commits  his  ravages 
on  the  fairest  part  of  men,  leaving  in  his  track 
misery  and  remorse.  While  such  a  curse 
desolates  the  earth ;  while  men  are  subjected 
to  a  spiritual  slavery  so  pernicious  and  degrad¬ 
ing;  the  persons  of  whom  I  speak  think  that 
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society  cannot  be  truly  said  to  advance.  The 
only  real  and  desirable  progress  in  their  estima¬ 
tion  must  be  made  in  the  path  that  leads  to 
heaven  :  through  the  “  strait  gate,”  along  “  the 
narrow  way.” 

To  such  persons,  more  powerfully  than  to 
the  class  before  spoken  of,  the  cause  recom¬ 
mends  itself.  It  promotes  the  leading  object 
to  which  they  feel  called  upon  to  consecrate 
their  efforts,  their  prayers,  their  faculties. 
Such  an  assembly  as  this,  and  such  purposes 
as,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  you  are  about  to  ac¬ 
complish,  are  to  them  like  bright  and  refresh¬ 
ing  spots  in  the  waste  of  the  moral  desert. 

It  is  said  that  the  traveller  among  eastern 
scenery,  sometimes  chances  to  repose  “  in 
plains  and  valleys  blooming  like  paradise  amidst 
naked  mountains  and  wilds.”  So  the  Christian 
pilgrim,  long  wandering  through  a  world  that 
lieth  in  wickedness,  shedding  many  and  bitter 
tears  over  the  sinfulness  and  consequent  misery 
of  his  fellow-travellers  to  eternity,  is  solaced  and 
refreshed,  is  re-assured  and  re-animated,  by 
scenes  like  the  one  which  now  meets  my  eyes. 
When  he  watches  the  operations  of  the  heaven- 
descended  spirit  that  has  visited  Christians 
everywhere,  and  is  now  moving  your  hearts,  he 
is  assured  that  salvation  has  not  only  been 
freely  proffered,  but  will  be  joyfully  accepted 
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on  its  own  terms,  and  he  feels  disposed  to  ex¬ 
claim  with  the  good  old  Simeon,  “  Lord,  now 
lettest  thou  thy  servant  depart  in  peace/’ 

It  may  be  thought  that  these  statements 
are  too  broad,  these  expressions  too  strong, 
for  the  occasion. 

I  view  the  matter  differently :  I  see  before 
me  many  of  the  most  pious  and  respectable 
inhabitants  of  a  city,  already  rich  and  populous, 
and  probably  destined  to  be  the  metropolis  of 
both  Americas.  The  sentiments  which  are  here 
embraced,  respecting  the  importance  and  extent 
of  the  missionary  enterprize,  the  example  that 
is  here  exhibited,  will  affect  the  whole  conti¬ 
nent.  Let  the  work  be  commenced  in  a  spirit 
worthy  of  the  favoured  inhabitants  of  a  city 
which  holds  so  prominent  a  place  in  the  nation. 
As  the  numbers  and  the  wealth  of  the  Episco¬ 
palians  in  this  city  are  far  greater  than  of  any 
other  in  the  United  States,  so  let  their  ex¬ 
ertions,  their  zeal,  their  liberality  in  the  cause 
of  Christ,  be  proportionably  great.  Your  chil¬ 
dren,  my  brethren,  will  be  the  citizens  of  a 
vast  metropolis — the  inhabitants  of  a  mighty 
republic.  In  1850,  when  your  sons  will  have 
grown  up  to  man’s  estate,  it  is  estimated  that 
there  will  be  more  than  twenty-six  millions  of 
inhabitants  in  the  United  States.  After  your 
heads  have  been  laid  in  the  dust,  this  temple  of 
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God  will  he  filled  by  them  and  their  descend¬ 
ants,  engaged  in  promoting  the  same  charitable 
object  which  now  draws  you  together.  It  is  of 
vast  importance,  that  they  should  receive  from 
your  instruction  and  example,  correct  opinions 
and  feelings  on  this  matter,  and  that  they  should 
be  prepared  to  fulfil  the  ljigh  destiny  awaiting 
them.  The  grand  plans  of  intellectual,  and 
benevolent,  and  pious  enterprize,  which,  we 
trust,  are  to  be  matured  and  accomplished  in 
the  coming  age,  and  to  which,  those  that  at 
present  occupy  the  Christian  world,  are,  we 
firmly  believe,  no  more  than  the  introduction, 
will  demand  their  attention,  their  examina¬ 
tion,  their  support,  their  prayers.  Let  them 
approach  the  important,  the  solemn  duties 
that  are  about  to  devolve  upon  them  from  your 
hands,  fully  instructed  in  their  obligations,  and 
resolved  to  promote,  by  divine  aid,  the  godlike 
work  in  which  their  fathers  delighted.  Let 
them  imbibe  from  your  lips,  and  from  the  che¬ 
rished  memory  of  your  deeds,  the  feelings  that 
should  influence  those  who  are  bound  to  trans¬ 
mit  the  memorials  of  their  public  spirit,  their 
piety,  and  their  benevolence,  for  the  benefit 
and  improvement  of  all  future  time. 

To  this  spirit  we  will  trust  the  present  cause, 
and  every  other  of  a  similar  nature,  which 
Christians  may  be  called  upon  to  embrace  and 
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promote.  For,  let  the  spirit  of  doing  good  to 
the  souls  of  men,  once  get  firm  possession  of  the 
public  mind,  and  it  will  be  sure  to  find  out  its 
own  way,  and  that  a  good  one,  perhaps  the 
very  best,  to  satisfy  itself.  The  spirit  that  ani¬ 
mates  the  officers  and  members  of  this  Society 
in  their  present  labour  of  love,  leads  the  same 
persons  to  many  other  acts  of  pious  beneficence 
and  enterprize,  works  in  the  hearts  of  others, 
operates  upon  the  Christian  world.  Make  the 
tree  good,  and  we  may  be  assured  there  will  be 
good  fruit  upon  it. 

It  is  because  we  believe  this  influence  has 
gone  forth  from  heaven,  that  we  have  good 
hopes  of  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom — the  church 
of  the  living  God. 

The  influence  of  the  missionary  is  great,  in 
producing  the  result  you  hope,  and  strive, 
and  pray  for.  He  is  not  only  now  sent 
forth  more  frequently,  but  it  seems  to  me,  that 
at  this  period,  he  goes  forth  under  peculiar 
advantages.  A  moral  influence,  secret,  but 
powerful  and  penetrating  as  the  electric  fluid, 
appears  to  pervade  Christendom.  A  ray  from 
heaven  darts  to  the  remotest  corners  of  the 
world,  awakens  those  who  slumber  in  spiritual 
ignorance  and  indifference,  and  finds  its  way  to 
their  hearts.  An  energy  that  comes  from  God, 
and  proves  its  divine  origin  by  its  effects,  seems 
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to  give  new  and  unwonted  efficacy  to  all  the 
means  of  grace.  Is  it  rash  to  anticipate  great 
and  glorious  things  from  these  appearances? 
Is  it  presumptuous  to  suppose,  that  as  the 
world  rolls  on,  supplies  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  more 
and  more  abundant,  will  be  given  to  men,  and 
that  this  and  all  proper  efforts  in  the  cause  of 
salvation,  will  be  crowned  with  still  increasing- 
success  ?  It  is  in  the  course  of  God’s  government 
of  men,  that  it  should  be  so.  It  is  agreeable  to 
His  promise,  and  it  shall  be  so.  “  He  that 
hath,  to  him  shall  be  given.”  The  more  faith¬ 
fully  the  grace  that  comes  from  above  is  im¬ 
proved,  the  more  abundantly  will  it  descend. 
As  the  prayers  of  Christians  are  more  earnest 
and  importunate,  the  answers  to  them  will  be 
more  frequent  and  favourable;  and  the  same 
blessedness  and  purity  and  love  enjoyed  by  those 
who  are  praising  the  Redeemer  in  heaven,  will 
descend,  and  fill  the  hearts  of  those  who  are 
labouring  in  the  Redeemer’s  cause  on  earth. 

Who  would  not  long  to  receive  these  commu¬ 
nications  from  above,  and  enjoy  this  spiritual  in¬ 
tercourse  ?  Who  would  not  wish  to  be  an  agent 
in  that  work  which  occupied  the  councils  of  the 
Eternal  before  time  was — which  is  the  great 
theme  of  all  God’s  revelations — which  angels 
announced — to  which  they  now,  we  are  assured, 
minister — in  which  we  firmly  believe  the  spirits 
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of  the  just  made  perfect  take  a  deep  interest;  — 
that  work  which  the  Son  of  God  came  on 
earth,  and  died  to  accomplish,  and  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  is  now,  in  an  especial  manner, 
promoting  that  work,  which  shall  succeed, 
for  God  has  said  it. 

In  that  work  we  are  engaged  :  it  may  be 
said  to  us,  as  it  was  of  old  to  the  chosen 
nation,  “  Speak  unto  the  people  that  they  go 
forward.*’  When  the  foot  is  raised  to  obey  the 
Divine  command,  doubts,  difficulties,  obstacles 
will  recede,  like  the  waters  of  the  Red  Sea 
before  the  host  of  God.  Wherefore,  “speak 
unto  us,  that  we  go  forward.” 

My  brethren ;  the  duty  of  examining  the 
missionary  fields  has  been  briefly  stated.  The 
result  of  such  an  examination,  as  regards  this 
object,  has  been  submitted  to  you.  The  strong 
call  to  provide  and  support  missionaries  has 
been  made,  and  addressed  particularly  to  the 
members  of  our  communion  in  this  city,  from 
the  consideration  that  many  of  the  future  mi¬ 
nisters  of  our  Church  are  to  be  trained  among 
us,  and  will  depend  much  upon  your  fostering 
aid  for  the  animation  and  zeal  with  which  they 
will  first  go  forth  to  the  spiritual  harvest, 
and  afterwards  encourage  and  assist  future 
labourers.  And  the  forcible  inducements  to 
promote  this  good  cause  which  address  them- 
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selves  to  the  patriot  and  the  Christian,  and  are 
strengthened  by  the  encouraging  signs  of  the 
times,  and  by  the  efficacy  that  God  is  impart¬ 
ing  to  the  means  of  grace,  have  been  urged 
under  a  deep  sense  of  the  importance  of  the 
subject,  and  with  the  sincere  and  earnest 
desire  of  securing  the  sober  conviction  of  your 
minds,  of  awakening  your  Christian  hopes  and 
sympathies,  and  of  opening  wide,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  pressing  nature  of  our  wants,  the 
hand  of  beneficence.  If  the  truth  has  been 
told,  may  the  Great  Head  of  the  Church  im¬ 
press  it  upon  our  hearts ;  may  the  divine 
Spirit  of  truth  incite  and  enable  you  to  act 
agreeably  to  its  dictates !

The  writer  was  appointed,  about  eleven  years  since, 
by  the  Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  a  domestic  missionary  in  the  city  of 
Philadelphia.  He  officiated  for  about  six  months  in 
Southwark,  and  at  Mantua,  and  Hamiltonville.  In 
these  three  places.  Episcopal  churches  have  since  been 
erected.  He  crossed  over  the  mountains  to  Pittsburgh, 
in  the  autumn,  and  was  appointed  minister  of  the 
church  in  that  place.  During  the  winter,  it  was  his 
custom  to  preach  on  Sundays  at  Pittsburgh,  and  to 
spend  the  week  in  visiting  Brownsville,  Union  Town, 
Connelsville,  and  Greensburgh,  and  in  officiating  at 
these  places.  He  also  exchanged  with  the  Rev.  Mr. 
Morse,  (now  of  Steubenville,  Ohio,  who  was  then  a  mis¬ 
sionary  in  that  state,)  and  spent  some  time  as  a  mission¬ 
ary  in  Ohio,  Mr.  Morse  supplying  his  places  in  Penn¬ 
sylvania.  The  writer  left  that  part  of  the  country  in 
the  following  spring,  and  has  since  resided  in  the  city  of 
New  York.  But  he  was  delighted  to  find,  on  passing 
through  Greensburgh  last  autumn,  that  an  episcopal 
church  was  erected  there,  and  that  the  clergyman 
counted  fifty  communicants.  He  had  rode  into  Greens¬ 
burgh  eleven  years  before,  and  was  told  there  were  no 
Episcopalians  there :  he  was  almost  dissuaded  from 
attempting  to  perform  the  services  of  the  Church. 
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The  attempt,  however,  was  made ;  the  prayers  were 
read,  and  a  sermon  preached  in  the  Court  House.  At 
the  same  time,  notice  was  given  that  the  services  of  an 
episcopal  clergyman  could  be  obtained  the  next  day. 
Before  ten  o’clock,  next  morning,  nine  children,  of 
parents  who  had  been  waiting  for  the  opportunity,  were 
baptized,  and  in  a  week  after  he  received  a  letter  at 
Pittsburgh,  stating  that  four  hundred  dollars  had  been 
subscribed  towards  the  support  of  a  clergyman.  One 
could  not  then  be  obtained  ;  but  the  friends  of  the 
church  succeeeded  at  last,  and  Greensburgh  has  now  a 
church,  and  a  considerable  congregation. 

The  congregation  at  Pittsburgh,  at  first  collected  by 
missionaries,  had,  eleven  years  since,  but  twenty  commu¬ 
nicants:  now  you  may  see  there  a  beautiful  gothic 
church,  and  one  hundred  and  twenty  communicants. 
Last  year  that  congregation  collected  more  than  six 
hundred  dollars  for  missionary  objects.  There  were, 
at  the  time  of  my  first  mission,  no  churches  at  Browns¬ 
ville  and  Connelsville :  now,  the  inhabitants  of  both 
those  places  may  enter  every  Sunday  an  episcopal 
church,  and  join  in  the  services  of  our  Liturgy.  I  have 
selected  these  cases  from  many  others  equally  encou- 
raging  to  the  friends  of  missions,  that  might  be  stated  by 
those  who  have  acted  as  episcopal  missionaries  in  the 
United  States.
